» While there are no handbooks 
to guide the inexperienced homofi 
buyer over possible mistakes In 
judgment In the purchase of real 
estate, Federal Housing Admin­ 
istration officials offer a few,- 
suggestions for those who would ̂  
buy land in a real estate subdi­ 
vision. Here they are:

"Be sure there is evidence of 
a healthy and active demand for 
homes at the prices asked.

"See that the site of the sub­ 
division Is suitable; whether tho 
land is plainly appropriate for 
the type of development contem­ 
plated by the developers; 
whether there are evidences of 
natural or created hazards such 
as fog, smoke, obnoxious odors, 
etc.

Schools and Utilities
"Determine whether the subdi­ 

vision is easily accessible by 
means of public transportation; 
whether there are adequate high­ 
ways to schools, employment 
and shopping centers.

"Are there adequate utilities 
arid street improvements? Do 
these meet city or county speci­ 
fications?

"Is there an7 adequate supply 
of pure water and ample facili­ 
ties for the disposal of sewage. 
Do they meet the approval of 
local or state health authorities?

"Do the design and develop­ 
ment comply with plans and 
regulations of the local zoning,^ , 
and city planning authorities if T | 
the subdivision falls within the 
jurisdiction of a city?

Any responsible person with 
a steady income and a good 
credit record can borrow under 
this system.
